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GHI Denied Mortgage Renegotiation; 
Discusses Sheds; Member Complaints

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc, board of directors held its last 
regular Thursday meeting before the annual membership meeting, 
chaired by Nat Shinderman in Charles Schwan’s absence. Manager 
Roy Breashears reported that the corporation’s request to Govern¬ 
ment National Mortgage Association (GNMA) for renegotiation of 
its mortgage in order to finance capital improvements, has formally 
been turned down. Other approaches will have to be explored, as 
a result 

Standards and Improvements 
committee, was submitted to the 
board only slightly modified by 
management. It allows each mem¬ 
ber to have one such structure 
on his lot, either attached (Types 
1 and 2) or free-standing (Type 
3), though the free-standing type 
must receive written approval 
from the manager. The detailed 
specifications allowed for each 
type will be made available to 
members soon, and it is intended 
that these regulations be followed 
as closely as possible. In a special 
motion, however, the board voted 
to allow variations in particular 
situations that are approved by the 
manager. 

There has been some question 
as to whether hearings of mem¬ 
ber complaints, sometimes involv¬ 
ing personal matters, should be 
heard outside executive sessions. 
Attorney Ginsberg gave an opi¬ 
nion that though the corporation’s 
affairs normally have “qualified 
privilege” against charges of libel 
or slander, such open hearings 
might void this privilege. He there¬ 
fore recommended that such mat¬ 
ters be confined to executive ses¬ 
sions as they have been in the 
past. 

I>ecor For Towti Houses 
Director Katherine Keene re¬ 
ported on the results of a meet¬ 
ing last Wednesday of the 
Larger Homes committee, held 
for the purpose of settling on the 
outside and inside decor of the 
new town houses. She stated that 
the aim was to achieve “unity of 
design with some variety”. Stain, 
in three different shades or green 
was chosen for the exteriors 
rather than paints; the stain is 
expected to last more than 10 
years. Roofing material will be 
asphalt shingle. When Miss Keene 
noted that the kitchen equipment 
will be “coppertone,” Breashears 
raised a question, saying he had 
understood that the residents 
were to have a wider choice than 
this. Directors Smith and Weyell, 
and maintenance supervisor 
David Kane agreed with his re¬ 
collection. Shinderman thereupon 
asked Kane to discuss this with 
the builder, and requested that 
the manager then arrange a meet¬ 
ing with the members to make 
final decisions regarding kitchen 
tile, counter tops and color of 
equipment. 

Reaction to the proposal for 
a new playground in the Ridge- 
Southway area, to replace one 
lost to nearby apartments, is fa¬ 
vorable according to the manager. 
Eighteen of twenty-four members 
in the vicinity felt it was desir¬ 
able, with three opposed. On a 
motion by director Jim Smith, the 
board approved the manager’s re¬ 
commendation that GHI request 
the city to provide playground 
equipment there. A poll of resi¬ 
dents at 24 Court of Ridge, con¬ 
cerning the desirability of a 
small basketball area, has also 
resulted in a majority in favor. 
The staff will proceed to con¬ 
struct a single-basket paved area. 

Additional parking space will be 
paved by the city at 5 Plateau 
Place at a cost of about $1600. 
GHI’s share is to be about one- 
third of this. Twelve or thirteen 
spaces will be provided, perpendi¬ 
cular to the road. The board pas¬ 
sed a motion to approve this con¬ 
struction. 

Appliances 

The manager brought up the 
matter of whether GHI should 
make ranges and refrigerators 
available to its members at dis¬ 
count prices; the corporation can 
purchase car-loads of appliances 
from a firm specializing in co¬ 
operative requirements. The direc¬ 
tors favored this idea, cautioning 
however that servicing should be 
clearly excluded as being outside 
the scope of the staff. A motion 
by Weyel, to go ahead with the 
project, was passed. 
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Council Decides to Negotiate 
End of Lake Concession

Negotiations will be started shortly by the city to buy out the 
concession at Greenbelt Lake currently owned by the SCH cor¬ 
poration. This action was taken by a divided council at a well- 
attended regular city council meeting, Monday May 5. The fuU 
council was present at the almost three-hour meeting, the main 
topic of which was the lake concession. 


Dr. George Cantwell, SCH part¬ 
ner and spokesman for the cor¬ 
poration, had petitioned Council 
at the last meeting for the pur¬ 
chase of 12 additional rowboats 
for the concession. This request, 
then modified to buying six boats 
this year and the remaining six 
next year, was rendered in an 
effort to turn the concesson into 
a profit-making operation. 

Several citizens, all from the 
Lakeside area, spoke on various 
problems currently existing, which 
they felt would be intensified by 
additional boats. John Bogumill. 
president of the Lakeside Citizens’ 
Association, said he was speaking 
for himself and several others 
when he cited three main prob¬ 
lems caused by rental boating on 
the lake: the beauty and tran¬ 
quility of the lake would be dest¬ 
royed by crowding it with boats; 
also noise and abusive language 
and trash are creating consider¬ 
able problems. 

Mrs. Trixie Nordberg, 50 Lake¬ 
side, noted that “Greenbelt should 
be proud that we have sort of a 
‘wildlife sanctuary^ on the lake 
that should be preserved.” She 
added, the ducks, which now 
boast 12 new ducklings, have been 
joined by a Canadian goose who 
was here last year and returned, 
this time bringing a mate, Mrs. 
Nordberg said that she has 
continually fed the birds, “buying 
chick-feed by the ton.” While 
mostly concerned with the aes¬ 
thetic properties of the lake, Mrs. 
Nordberg cited an incident of a 
different nature which took place 
Sunday morning and necessitated 
calling police: several teenagers 
were riding in two boats, and in 
addition to making much noise 
were jumping back and forth 
between the boats, thereby creat¬ 
ing a safety hazard. 

Mrs. R. J. Rice, 8 Lakeview 
Circle, said that when she and 
her husband applied for the 
license for their 8-foot dinghy 
purchased for use on the lake, a 
city policeman was dispatched to 
their home to check the craft for 
proper safety measures and to 
ascertain that the boat was equip- 
ed with adequate life preservers. 
Yet, she stated, she observed re¬ 
cently a boat-load of youngsters, 
none of whom appeared to be 
over 12, riding in a boat; no adult 
was present and one of the chil¬ 
dren jumped or was pushed into 
the water. He climbed back into 
the boat, apparently unharmeci 
No life preservers could be seen in 
the boat. 

Cantwell agreed that there were 
problems at the lake, but noted 
that they could not be resolved 
by the concessionaire, who did not 
have the power of enforcement. 
The solution he said was for the 
city to assign a full-time guard 
at the lake. He also stated that 
the boats cited as nuisances were 
not those of the concession. He 
pointed out that no other conces¬ 
sion had to abide by such rigid 
conditions as those that were set 
down by the city. 

Mayor Edgar Smith and council 
members commended Cantwell for 
his cooperation and fairness in 
this matter. But Smith made it 
plain that “we are not in a posi¬ 
tion to provide personnel at this 
time” for a guard. 

Hugh Jascourt, a Lakeside resi¬ 


dent and chairman of the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board, 
noted that according to national 
recreation standards, a lake the 
size of Greenbelt’s could easily 
accommodate 50 boats. His board 
had approved the extra boats. 

The idea for terminating the 
lease was first mentioned by Dr. 
Cantwell, who said that he was 
willing for this to happen. Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Pilski was most 
insistently in favor of granting 
the boats. ‘To buy out the les¬ 
see” said he, “is regretful, and re¬ 
moving the boats which have been 
enjoyed will be greatly missed.” 
He was joined by councilman Bill 
Hoff but in the final showdown 
was outvoted by the three-man 
majority of Smith, Francis White, 
and Leo Gerton. 

Other Business 

A unanimous vote by council 
established a x>olling place for city 
elections at Springhill Lake Com¬ 
munity Building. This action was 
taken without controversy after 
Pilski stated that his^ studies re¬ 
vealed that a polling place at 
Springhill Lake was appropriate. 
This was in sharp contrast to the 
heated discussion that was gene¬ 
rated by the proposal when first 
broached last January. The ap¬ 
proved motion also called for a 
third polling place at North End 
School (Precinct 6). 

A sx)ecial voter registration will 
be held on Saturday, June 28. 

The question of parking boats 
and trailers in driveways, which 
is contrary to a city ordinance, was 
referred to the Advisory Planning 
Board for a recommendation. 

Adrian L. Merton, Inc., of Lan- 
dover, Md., was awarded the con¬ 
tract to air condition the jfire 
house. Their bid was $1,972. 

City Council also issued a res¬ 
olution to State Senator Edward 
Conroy and Delegates Andrew 
Mothershead, Pauline Menes and 
Dr. Arthur Dorman, commending 
them for their efforts in aiding 
the passage of the state bill re¬ 
quiring a 2/3 vote by District 
Council to override a municipal¬ 
ity’s objections to a zoning 
change. City Manager James 
Giese further added that the City 
of Greenbelt was deeply grateful 
for all of the efforts of legisla¬ 
tors.

The reason was prob- 
hai of the few departments that 

fiscal year 1969 received in 
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Expenditures of $221,300 were 
being proposed for the coming 
fiscal year, compared with 
$255,500 appropriated for the pre¬ 
ceding year. The big difference 
was the one-time appropriation of 
$38,100 in fiscal year 1969 for re¬ 
novation of the Greenbelt Shop¬ 
ping Center mall (half the cost 
to be met through special assess¬ 
ment), which no longer appears 
in the 1970 budget. 

Another item contributing to 
the difference was $11,500 in the 

1969 budget to pay for construc¬ 
tion costs of the new Municipal 
Service Building in excess of funds 
on hand and to provide for the 
building’s furnishings. The fiscal 
year 1970 budget calls for only 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Other items that received 
higher^ appropriations in 1969 than 
those asked for in 1970 were 
street maintenance expenses, es¬ 
pecially for valley gutter replace¬ 
ments, and purchase of new pub¬ 
lic works equipment. 

Offsetting these decreases to 
some extent were increased am¬ 
ounts proposed for personnel. The 

1970 budget calls for four addi¬ 
tional workers, including two to 
join the parks and grounds crew 
(the latter are mainly charge¬ 
able to the recreation budget). 
Also being requested is a full-time 
clerk for the new Municipal Ser¬ 
vice Building, 

Street Maintenance Plans 

City manager James Giese and 
Public Works Superintendent 
Albert “Buddy” Attick outlined 
to council street maintenance 
plans for the coming year. These 
include: 

(1) $10,000 for renovation of 

T^aurel Hill Road from Ridge to 
its end with the purpose of re¬ 
placement of deteriorated curbs, 
gutters, sidewalks, and shoulders 
and new construction where need¬ 
ed. This project would be the 
first in a long-range program 
where segments of a street are 
selected for comprehensive reno¬ 
vation work. 

(2) A street resurfacing pro¬ 
gram which would provide smooth 
seal or IV/* bituminous concrete 
resurfacing of Crescent Road- 
Garden way to Lakeside Drive 
($5,0(X)) and Edmonston Road— 
Greenbelt Road to new pa\’ing 
sections ($3,900). 

(3) $1,000 to re-light Crescent 
Rd. from Lakeside Drive to Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. with 7,000 lumen mer¬ 
cury vapor lights instead of the 
present 2^500 lumen incandescents. 

(4) $2,100 for replacement of 

valley gutter on south side of 
Ridge Road between Research 
and Laurel Hill as well as a por¬ 
tion of Laurel Hill south of Ridge 
up to the existing curbing. 

One innovation proposed by the 
budget is the acquisition of a flat 
bed trailer with sides to be parked 
permanently at the Fire House to 
which residents may take trash 
they wish to dispose of instead 
of waiting for a special trash 
pickup. Giese said that the ex¬ 
perimental trash receptacle pro¬ 
gram has created problems which 
more than offset the advantages. 

Parks 

Turning to the parks and play¬ 
grounds portion of public works, 
council found a different situa¬ 
tion in that the proposed budget 
is some $11,900 higher than the 
amount of $55,400 appropriately 
for fiscal 1969. However, the 


$67,300 requested for 1970 is the 
same as the amount actually 
spent in the current 1969 fiscal 
year because of large unexpected 
amounts authorized after the 1969 
budget was adopted for tennis 
court reconstruction, renovation 
of softball fields, and lake dredg¬ 
ing, and silt basin construction. 

A significant item in the new 
budget is $6,000 for improvements 
at the bay end of the lake, includ¬ 
ing the 3.3 acres recently acquir¬ 
ed by the city. Giese put special 
stress on the development of an 
overall plan for the area since, in 
his words, *‘there has been too 
much attention given individual 
items. He therefore has propos¬ 
ed $1,000 for hiring a consultant 
to develop a plan that can resolve 
the need for recreational facilities 
to serve the approximately 2,500 
residents in that area without 
causing inconvenience to those re¬ 
sidents who live immediately ad¬ 
jacent to the area. 

In response to a question, Giese 
said that conceivably some of the 
planning funds could come from 
the bond issue recently authorized 
by the voters.
